‘Vhe cultivation of the plant presents no serious 
difficulties, The hottest seasons do not affect 
it, -neither, do. the “cold seasons of the kind 
Yucatan experiences, Itis, however, yery sus- 
ceptible to artificial heat, and it is suggested 
that some planters have taken advantage of 


| this weakness by doctoring’ young plants re- 


quired for export, The trealment was to dip 
the roots in boiling water, or to heat them over 
afire.
